uished'visitors to the hotel. In the ro^' 
tunda of the hotel the mayor of TJOS 
Angeles formally greeted the chief ..ex- 
ecutive and extended to, him the free- 
dom of .the city. In his address he re- 
called the rather odd coincidence that 
it was on the same..date three years 
ago that'Los Angeles had extended a 
welcome to President Roosevelt's dis- 
tinguished predecessor, William Mc- 
Kinley.

Nevada has a great 


future in the dairying line and the new 
irrigation schemes will cause the state 
to be able to produce seveial times 
the amount of butter that it now mar- 
kets. 


Mr. Neglee will visit Carson Valley 


and several other dairying distucts in 
Nevada before returning to Reno, when 
he will favor The Jouinal with another 
interview. 


'Nevada has not yet received any ac- 


claim as a butter producing country. 
However, the time is at hand when 
the state will be known for its dairy 
pioducts even as it is famed for the 
production of its mines. For a year 
01 two the Syracuse creamery and the 
Caison and Smith Valley creameries 
have been sending otit to the woild 
the pioduct of their establishments 
Recently the state has come to the no- 
tice of the world 
and 
a number of 


prospective buyers have come here to 
put chase the output of the creameries 
and to cause their product to be aug- 
mented 


They have usually departed without 


results, because the market already 
enjoyed by these 
creameries was all 


they desired. 


It has now come to light that Ne- 


vada butter and cheese are taking the 
top prices on the market and even if 
the output was multiplied ten times 
there would still be the same demand 
This has caused Nevada butter mak- 
ers to do a little thinking and the re- 
sult is that the present dailies and 
cieameries will be increased in capac- 
ity and many otheis \\ill be staitecl 
The impetus is given by the fact that 
Nevada butter is at present command- 
ing a pi ice on the maiket that makes 
its production a piofitable mdustiy and 
one that is capable of laige exten-

HERE is no doubt that there is a good deal of 


politics in President Roosevelt's present trip 


through the country. This is quite generally recog- 
nized. He is anxious to be the Republican nominee 
nejjt year, and he feels that such a "swing" as he is 
now making will strengthen him.

HERE seems to be a good deal of, uncertainty 


concerning the cause of the present rise in sil- 


ver. Bradstreet's intimates that it may be partly ow- 
ing to the purchase of silver for the Phlippine coin- 
age. So it may, but the part thus played must be a 
very small one if indeed it has any appreciable effect. 
Only a few million ounces have been benight for this 
purpose. Often it occurs that the purchases for In- 
dia and China are increased very much more than the 
quantity we have bought with nothing like the ad- 
vance recently observed. 


So far as the Philippine coinage is concerned the 


effect must be both small and temporary because ev- 
ery peso coined for use in those islands will simply 
displace a Mexican dollar from coming in. This will 
mean the coinage of fewer Mexican dollars and more 
Mexican bar silver on the market to depress the price. 


Whatever the cause, the sharp rise from about 


forty-eight cents to fifty-four in something like a 
month shows how quick the metal is to respond .to a 
/strengthening demand, and how easy it would be to 
settle the whole silver problem if the effort were made 
in a proper way. 


If the purchase of four or five million ounces 


of silver above the nominal demand will raise the 
price six cents an ounce, how much would it go up 
it the American government stood ready to coin all 
the surplus at $1.29? 
It is an economic principle 


that the price of the surplus controls the price of the 
whole, for the simple reason that the holders of any 
commodity will take no less for it than the price 
which the surplus will bring. 


Hence, the moment we stand ready to coin silver 


freely at $1.29 per ounce every nation and every in- 
dividual needing silver must pay the same, and thus 
help sustain the price. We would not have to coin 
all the silver in the world as has been so loosely as- 
serted, but merely what was left over after the wants 
of other countries and our own industries had been 
supplied.
